torney said Tuesday that Lewis 
Legum, a student from Wash- 
ington, D. C.., has testified in 
a deposition that he was admit- 
ted several times to the Capiol 
Club at the state capitol without 
showing a membership card. 


The attorney, Harold B. And- 


erson of Little Rock, has a suit 
pending in U.S. District Court 
which contends that the Capitol 
Club is a device to keep Ne- 
groes from being served in the 
capitol cafeteria. 


Anderson said Legum, who is 


white, testified in the deposition 
that he was served in the club 
several times and was n e v e r 
asked to show a membership 
card, nor was any other white 
person in his presence. 


Legum was in Little Roqk last 


summer doing research on de- 
segregation problems for a New 
York civil rights organization. 


The Capitol Club was incorp- 


orated as a private club by 
state employes July 21 and state 
employes were sold member- 
ships at $1 a year. It took over 
operation of the capitol cafeter- 
ia. 


Ozell Sutton, a Negro, filed 


suit Sept. 16 seeking to deseg- 
regate the club which he said 
refused to serve Negroes in vio- 
lation of th 14th Amendment to 
the U.S. Constitution and the 
1964 Civil Righs Act.

mother of three was killed early 
today when the car she was 
driving plunged 40 feet off a 
downtown bridge into n con- 
struction site.
